Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Whiston  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1960. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  community  has 
remained  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  was  11.9  per  thousand  compared  with 
11.5  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  20.6  continues  to  be  higher  than  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  was  17.1 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  27.6  per  thousand  live  births. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  21.7 

There  was  1  maternal  death  notified  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  362  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified 
and  of  these  188  were  cases  of  Measles  and  54  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough. 

The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  continues  to  decrease. 
15  cases  were  notified  compared  with  24  during  the  previous  year. 
There  was  only  1  death.  No  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  notified. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis  were  notified. 

The  demolition  of  unfit  houses  continued,  details  of  which  are 
included  in  the  section  of  the  report  concerning  housing. 

The  year  saw  the  introduction  of  smoke  control  in  the  Council’s 
new  Housing  Estate  at  Sugar  Lane,  Knowsley.  This  was  achieved 
by  a  condition  of  tenancy  and  as  the  tenants  were  to  be  moved 
from  an  existing  Estate  it  was  possible  to  carry  out  a  detailed 
survey  explaining  the  purpose  of  the  requirements  of  this  step. 
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In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  thanks  to  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  encourage¬ 
ment  during  the  year  and  also  to  the  Officials  of  the  Council,  in 
particular  to  Mr.  Corscadden  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
for  their  assistance  at  all  times.

New  houses  :  479. 
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The  overall  supply  at  the  end  of  the  year  from  public  mains  was  to 
12,094  houses  serving  an  estimated  population  of  43,185,  whilst  6  dwelling- 
houses  received  their  supply  from  standpipes  connected  to  the  public  main. 

In  the  Parish  of  Knowsley  the  excessive  iron  content  of  the  water  has 
been  reduced  to  a  reasonable  level  and  is  now  satisfactory. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

In  the  Parish  of  Rainhill  work  commenced  during  the  year  on  sewage 
works  extensions  with  the  provision  of  4  extra  sludge  beds,  a  new  storm  water 
tank,  2  new  filter  beds,  80  ft.  diameter  revolving  distributor  and  a  new  humus 
tank.  New  sewerage  consisted  of  100  yds. — 42  in.,  93  yds. — 15  in.,  87  yds. — 
18  in.,  123  yds. — 21  in.,  560  yds. — 27  in.,  701  yds. — 30  in.,  171  yds. — 33  in., 
and  130  yds. — 39  in.  383  new  houses  built  in  the  Rural  District  were  connected 
to  the  sewage  system  during  the  year  and  9  to  approved  septic  tanks.  A  cam¬ 
paign  to  accelerate  the  conversion  of  privy  middens  was  instituted  and  the 
total  has  now  been  brought  down  to  43. 


CLEAN  AIR. 

The  work  carried  out  by  the  three  Schools  within  the  area  i.e.  Notre 
Dame  High  School  for  Girls,  Longview  Secondary  Modern  School  and  Whiston 
Secondary  Modern  Boys’  School  continued  and  the  level  of  interest  of  the 
students  was  maintained. 

The  Council  agreed  in  March  to  create  the  new  Sugar  Lane  Estate  at 
Knowsley  as  a  smoke  control  area  by  condition  of  tenancy  and  the  Department 
carried  out  survey  work  to  acquaint  the  new  tenants  with  their  responsibilities. 
The  full  effect  will  not  be  known  until  the  Estate  is  completed. 

Preliminary  enquiries  and  survey  were  also  made  within  the  Halewood 
area  with  a  view  to  controlling  new  housing  development  in  that  area. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT. 

The  work  of  the  full-time  Rodent  Operator  continued  and  the  following 
table  indicates  the  number  of  inspections  carried  out.

The  routine  control  work  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  the 
number  of  rats  kept  to  a  minimum.  The  bi-annual  treatment  of  the  sewers  in 
the  district  indicated  that  the  rat  population  is  being  kept  within  reasonable 
limits. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  obvious  that  the  Department  is  being 
called  upon  to  deal  with  pests  other  than  rodents  and  that  the  whole  field  of 
pest  control  is  being  widened.  It  is  not  unusual  to  receive  complaints  of 
insect  infestations  i.e.  wasps,  ants,  cockroaches  and  the  various  types  of 
common  fly. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  a  request  was  received  from  the  Institute 
of  Animal  Genetics  at  Edinburgh  for  specimens  of  a  species  of  fly,  Drosophila, 
found  on  potato  clamps.  These  were  collected  by  the  Department  and  trans¬ 
mitted  to  the  Institute  for  research  purposes. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  total  number  of  schools  in  the  Rural  District  is  31  and  whilst  the 
majority  are  satisfactory  in  most  respects  some  fall  short  by  reason  of  :  in¬ 
adequate  sanitary  accommodation  2  :  inadequate  washing  and  drinking 
facilities  5. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  only  offensive  trade  which  exists  in  the  district  is  that  of  a  tripe 
boiler.  Routine  inspections  show  that  the  premises  are  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

HOUSING. 

481  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  and  18  houses  demolished  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation. 

During  the  year  1,895  visits  were  made  to  1,326  premises  in  connection 
with  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts.  100  informal  notices  were  served 
and  9  statutory  notices. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

These  are  concentrated  on  six  sites.  The  main  site  comprises  approxi¬ 
mately  144  caravans  and  enjoys  a  high  standard  of  amenities  including  mains 
water  supply,  proper  drainage  facilities  and  communal  sanitary  blocks  which 
also  include  bathing  facilities.  Regular  inspections  are  made  during  the  year. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

During  the  year  557  visits  were  made  to  food  premises.  105  minor 
contraventions  were  found  to  exist  and  89  were  abated  during  the  year. 
27  informal  notices  were  served  and  23  were  complied  with.  The  types  of

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The  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued  their  regular  visits  to  the 
broiler  house  in  Rainhill  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  standard  of  hygiene 
throughout  the  premises  is  being  maintained  at  a  high  level.  The  following 
is  the  record  of  the  total  kill  and  number  of  birds  condemned  during  1960.

SAMPLING  OF  MILK  AND  ICE  CREAM. 

Details  of  Licensing  :  There  are  20  dairies  in  the  Rural  District  and 
25  shops  selling  milk.  The  number  of  dealers’  licences  issued  during  the  year 
in  respect  of  “Tuberculin  Tested”  milk  was  32,  “Pasteurised”  39  and  “Steri¬ 
lised”  49.  5  samples  of  “Pasteurised”  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Laboratory 
for  the  Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase  Test  and  1  sample  of  “Sterilised” 
milk  for  the  Turbidity  test. 

SHOPS. 

19  inspections  of  shops  under  the  Shops  Act,  1950  were  made  during 
the  year  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

During  the  year,  the  progressive  reorganisation  of  the  Cleansing 
Department  has  continued  with  particular  emphasis  being  placed  upon 
vehicle  maintenance  and  repair  and  upon  various  factors  which  govern  the 
system  of  collection  and  disposal.

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Following  the  introduction  of  a  quarterly  maintenance  competition, 
there  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  general  condition  of  the  vehicles, 
this  is  particularly  satisfying  when  the  adverse  conditions  under  which  these 
vehicles  operate  are  considered.  The  competition  itself  consists  of  a  road 
check  where  penalty  marks  are  deducted  and  a  detailed  inspection  conducted 
by  a  Sub-Committee  of  the  Council.  Monetary  awards  are  made  to  the  1st, 
2nd  and  3rd  Drivers  in  the  competition. 

During  the  year,  a  detailed  survey  has  been  carried  out  to  ascertain  the 
total  number  of  premises,  their  situation,  and  the  quantity  of  refuse  involved. 
This  was  preparatory  to  a  reorganisation  of  the  various  collection  rounds 
with  a  view  to  cutting  down  unnecessary  travelling  time  and  generally  im¬ 
proving  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

In  an  attempt  to  provide  better  conditions  for  the  men  engaged  on 
refuse  collection  and  disposal,  the  Council  agreed  to  provide  hand-washing 
facilities  on  one  of  the  vehicles  as  a  trial,  subject  to  the  prototype  unit  being 
successful. 

The  general  condition  of  the  Whiston  Tip  has  been  satisfactory  and  the 
daily  practice  of  covering  all  refuse  tipped  has  proved  to  be  the  main  factor  in 
achieving  this.  Preparatory  work  is  being  carried  out  with  a  view  to  the 
progressive  reclamation  of  the  area.
